“| MOOSE HUNTING 
IN NORTH ALASKA 


Animals on Increase Despite 
Yearly Slaughter. 


Anchorage, Alaska.—Eleven parties 
of well-equipped hunters from many 
places in the world left here for the 
spruce and bireh forests on Kenai 
peninsula where dwell the antlered 
monarchs of the silent bogans—moose, 
Calling or stalking in the moist, dark 
woods of the Far North, experienced 
and thoughtful guides ure necessary, 
four the wise old bulls of the muskegs 
offer hunters a master defense of cau- 

tion, wariness, olfactory and audi- 
tory nerve action and fast foot work. 

The inevitable call, answered by 
red-blooded men in early autumn, is 
each season leading them farther 
| into the north wilderness, yet in spite 
of the continued hunting these huge 
animals with queer shovel-shaped ant- 
| lers are surviving and increasing after 
a century of slaughter. 

In Alaska is found the largest bulls 
of the species and in Kenal peninsula, 
about eighty miles northwest of here, 
a hunter is certain to obtain choice: 
trophies, Moose have been inéreasing 
in other parts of Alaska also, and they 
fre numerous along the trib‘itaries of 
the Yukon river and in the Copper 
river and Dease lake regions. 

T.ast season the record antlers taken 
from Alaska had a 72-inch spread 
with perfect symmetry. Game ward- 
ens coming out of the meose country 
recently report more than 3,000 of the 
large animals in the Kenai. Food con- 
ditions there are ideal for moose. 
There birch and willow twigs grow 
profusely as well as alder and spruce. 
Grass and aquatic vegetable matter 
also offer good moose. fodder. 

Under the present efficient Alaskan 
Zame laws each hunter must take a 
licensed guide into the moose haunts 
and a good-sized tax {s attached to 
the sportsinan for the privilege of 
taking home the head and antlers 

To make a moose hunting trip into 
Alaska also offers hunters an oppor- 
tunity of either bagging a gigantic 
brown of grizzly bear or being bagged 
by bruln. 


100th Aare of 
Sea Battle Observed 


Navarino, Greece.—This little town. 
which is also listed In the Atlas under 
the namé of “Pylos” and “Neokastro.”

The occasion {fs the celebration of 
the centenary of the Battle of Nav- 
arino, : 

The bay of Navarino was thle scene 
of two great naval battles, the first of 
which took place in the year 425 R 
C., when the Athenians defeated the 
Spartans in an important sea fight. 

The second battle, which ti» the one 
of which the anniversary was cele- 
brated, occurred October 20, 1827, 
when the inhabitants of Navarino wit- 
nessed a monster naval combat during 
which the combined British, French 
and Russian fleets defeated and, in 
fact, completely annihilated, the Turks 
and the Egyptians-:under Ibrahim 
Pasha, 

The recent celebration took place 
despite the opposition of the orguniz- 
ing committee who wished to have it 


was to have been dedicated to the 
memories of the three Christian com- 
manders who defeated the Turks. 
Vice Admiral Sir Edward Codrington, 
for Great Britain; Rear Admiral de 
Rigny, for France, and Rear Adimnirul 
HTeiden for Russia, was entirely com- 
pleted. : 

Hence a rather unusual feature of 
the ceremony was the fact that in- 
stead of “unveiling” the monument, 
the officials present had to remain 
content with laying its foundation 
stuue. 


Invents New Alloy 
Dresden.—An alloy resembling gold, 
and declared to be just as dur- 
able, has been produced by a Bohe- 
mian inventor, Joseph Benovics, ae- 
cording to reports receiveu here.

ENGLAND RETURNS 


s. INDIAN WAR CLUB 


OFT 


American Museum Acquires 
Ancient Weapon. 


New York.—The war club of an tm- 
portant Indian of the old Iroquois 
tribe is u new prize acquired from 
England by the Museum of American 
Indian, Heye Foundation, here. From 
marks on the weapon museum experts 
have been able to reconstruct a good 
deal of its past career, even though 
any records or stories attached to it 
have long since been lost. 

The handle of the cluh {s carved 
with the words ‘“Oqdehtague le cam- 
ara de Jeanson” which,. translated, 
means “Oqdehtague, the friend of 
Johnson,” according to Arthur Wood- 
ward of the museum staff. On the 
other side of the handle is engraved 
the strange looking word “Warrag- 
hiyagey,” which is the name the Iro- 
quois gave to Sir William Johnson, the 
British superintendent of Indian at- 
fairs shortly before the American Rev- 
olution. 

Bears Exploit Marks. 

“The remainder of the cleared space 
on the handle is filled with a series 
of exploit marks,” says Mr. Wood- 
ward. “There are war belts denoting 
the number of times the warrior had 
set out upon the war trail and the 
umber of times be was wounded is 
shown. Thére is a rude carving of a 
full-length figure depicting on the 
body the tattoo marks worn by an old- 
time Troquois fighting man There 
are also figures represting 13 men each 
carrying a gun.” 

The ancient weapon recalls that tu 
1758, during the French and Indian 
war, an Onondaga warrior was slain 
by the enemy and Sir William John- 
son's secretary recorded his death. 
This Indian bore the name of Otquen- 
andagehte, which very fiearly approx- 
imates the name on the war club, and 
the knife carried by this Indian bore 
the same words, “friend of Johnson,” 
that are found on the elab 


“It would seem that the knife and 
club both belonged to the same man,” 
Mr. Woodward says, “nnd that the 
club, being a well-executed piece of 
work and more finportant than the 
kuife, was taken as spoils of war by 
the Indian or Frenchman who killed 
its owner. Later the club tay have 
been captured by some British 
fighter, and so it found its way to 
England as a curiosity, It would 
seem that the club belonged to some 
important man of the Iroquois who 
stood in weli with Sir William, then 
the autocrat of Indian affairs.” 

Sent Back as Curios. 

Many of the early colonists sent 
back to their homes in England, Hel- 
land, France, or Spain numbers of 
Indian “curlos,” he states Today 
these sduvenirs are among the most 
valuable of all American ethnological 
specimens, because they represent the 
culture of the American Indian at the 
time when he first came into contact 
with the old world civilization. 


Usurers Are Targets 


of Press in France 

Paris.—Usurers once more are be- 
ing trucked down by newspaper cam- 
paigns and public-spirited citizens tn 
France. After-war legislation has let 
down the bars so that 10 per cent a 
month loan sharks flourish. Their 
prey Is furnisted by the government, 
whose vast army of more than @ mil- 
lion employees are among the more 
poorly paid workers. Their need of 
money drives them te the usurer large- 
ly because government functionartes 
still retain much of the prewar dig- 
nity that makes it difficult for them to 
borrow from friends. 

Unable to prosectite money jenders 
in most cases, one newspaper has sent 
its reporters systematically to the 
loan sharks and reprinted the con- 
versation regarding rates, with point- 
ed comments intended to warn people 
against excessive churzges.

Minneapolis, Minn.—The nation’s 
health bill {s $4,000,000,000 — more 
money than the totaT cost of adminis-

Cliffs of a Lower 


(Prepared by the National Geographic 
Society, Washington, D. C.) 


HB tslands off the west coast 
of Lower California are widely 
scattered over a section of the 
ocean which provides a very 
scant rainfall. AS a consequence, 
desert conditions prevail among them. 
The most interesting of these is 
lands is Guadalupe. It rises pre- 
cipitously from abysmal depths, a vol- 
cano some 12.00%) feet high but with 
only 1,500 feet nhove the sea. It has 
never been connected with other 
shores and it is, therefore, an oceanic 
Island in every respect. All of its an° 
imals and plants have come to It 
either over or through the ocean. 


This enforced isolation of the spe 
clas which come to Guadalupe has 
caused them to become modified Into 
many distinct forms which are of 
great interest to students of biology. 
But, aside from this “esthetic” value, 
the island hag been of very consider- 
able commercial importance because 
of the great abundance there at one 
time of certain species of marine 
mammals. 

Guadalupe is the sole remaining 
home of the only remnant of a herd 
of elephant seals in the northero 
hemisphere. Its fine herd of fur seals 
was hunted and persecuted until ap- 
parently the last survivor succumbed 
to the buckshot of the hunters. At 
least 200,000 skins of this valuable 
fur-bearer, which, at present prices, 
would be worth more than $6,000,000, 
were taken from the island. 

Guadalupe, Mexico's westernmost 
possession, located 180 miles south- 
west of San Diego, Calif. ts about 
20 miles long and six miles wide, It 
is known to have been visited by. fur- 
seal hunters In the early..part of the 
Nineteenth century. 

The world’s: greatest herds of fur 
seals have been so long commercially 
extinct that people have come to as- 
sociate the name only with the spe. 
cies which resorts to the Pribilof {s- 
lands, in Alaska, where, by long and 
bitter fighting of diplomatic and legis 
lative battles, the United States has 
been successful in preserving the lurg- 
est herd now in existence. But once 
there were several other herds, much 
larger, In the southern hemisphere. 

Fur Seals All Killed. 


The species which lived on Guada- 
lupe was akin to these last and not 
to the Alaskan forms, although the 
furs were almost equally valuable and 
brought good profits to the hunters. 
Guadalupe being such a distant out- 
post of Mexico, {t ig doubtful if a 
single official of that government had 
the faintest conception of the war of 
exte?fmination at the time it was tak- 
ing place. 

So far as the available records 
show, the last living fur seal was 
seen on Guadalupe in 1892 Since 
then several expeditions have gone to 
the island and searched ‘for thet an- 
imal without ‘success. 2 

Former fur-seal rookeries have b 
examined with scrupulous care, be 
urens measured and the umber of 
animals which once haule out there 
to rear their young comy ited. 

South Rookery originally contained 
at least 50,000 fur seals and compared 
favorably with the major breeding 
grounds of the Pribilof Islands today. 
The entire Guadalupe herd must have 
numbered at least 100,000 animals 
when it was in its prime. 

Without printed records, how do 
we know this, thirty years after the 
last of the animals died? They left 
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California Island. 


their own records, which can be read 
almost as plainly today as if each an- 
imal were in its place; and this makes 
the realization of the facts all the 
more bitter. 

The animals chose the roughest and 
Most rocky shores for their land 
homes and congregated in large, com- 
pact rookeries, in conformance to the 
habit ef fur seals-generaily. The cov- 
stant trampling of thousands upen 
thousands of flippers over the hard 
biocks and bowiders of iava rock wore 
them down to the smoothness of pol- 
ished marble._And there they are to- 
day, silent monuments to a_ helpless 
animal which paid dearly for having 
a skin coveted by man. 


The great slaughter of the Guad- 


alupe fur seals took place between. 


1800 and 1830. The hunters then 
thought they had killed all the an- 
imals, and the island was forgotten 
for many years; but about 1880 it was 
rediscovered and several thousand 
seals. were killed in a few succeeding 
seasons. 

Stories are stili heard in San Diego 
of the last killings which took place. 
The fur-bearers were pursued tato 
the dark recesses of voledhic beach 
caves and shot or clubbed by the light 
of torches. 


The Elephant Seal. 


Another interesting sea animal is 
the Guadalupe elephant seal—a huge, 
clumsy beast with a long flexible 
trunk. The animals were at one time 
widely distributed and abundant on 
many of the remote islands of the 
Antarctic region, but the whalers 
soon learped that a fair quantity and 
quality of oil could be obtained from 
each carcass. So the slaughter be 
gan, and ended only when the species 
was commercially exterminated. 

The animal found on Guadalupe ts 
similar to, but not the same species 
as that of southern waters, but it suf- 
fered equally from the attacks of the 
whalers. 

More than once it was thought that 
the last living representative of the 
species had been killed; but fate has 
deatt more favorabiy with it than 
with the fur seals; each time a nou- 
cleus escaped to rebuild the herd. | 

These animals still frequent the 
original elephant seal beach, a slight 
indentation of the northwest shore- 
line of Guadalupe, where precipitoua, 
unscalable cliffs wall in the beach ‘on 
the back. 

Even without the fur seals and ele 
phant seals, Guadalupe would be one 
of the most interesting Islands of the 
western hemisphere. The sea has eat- 
‘en its way into the volcanic materiats 
of which ft fs composed, and exposed 
the very hearts of some of the cra 
ters, One needs but to eall along 
close to shore and examine the great 
dike systems, caverns, lava bubbles, 
and vents to gain an ideg of the tre- 
mendous dynamic forces which were 
once at work here. 

The first naturalist to visit Guad- 
alupe was Dr. Edward Palmer, in 
1875. He camped in one of the cy- 
press groves and described the place 
as a paradise. There were a grent 
many beautiful shrubs and flowering 
plants in the moisture helt, and: the 
birds were so abundant and 20 tame 
that he called it an isle of dreams. 

But conditions are vastly changed 
now. .Guadalupe is a blological 
sepulcher. 

The shrubs and flowering plants 
huve been practically exterminated 
and for thirty years no young treeg 
have had a chance to grow.

More Dressy Type; Sports 
Frock Not Barred. 


For the coming winter French dress- 
makers have made a supreme effort to 
revive the more formal type of after- 
noon gown, but at the same time they 
do not entirely eliminate the sports 
type which women too frequently in- 
sist upon wearing. In fact, writes a 
Paris fashion correspondent. in the 
New York Herald-Tribune, many of 
the sports types of afternoon dresses 
are shown with dressy coats, in vel- 
vet; for example, with the frock skirt 
in velvet, too, and the woolen bodice 
banded with velvet, to exemplify 
unity. This fs a compromise for the 
moment. Another high spot in the 
tendency {is that coat and frock do not 
necessarily match in color or even in 
fabric, and there are models whieh 
have as many as three different fab- 
rics: velvet for the coat, satin for the 
skirt and lame for the bodice. 

The uneven hemline Is one of the 
guiding elements in the afternoon sil- 
houette, potent in coats as well as in 
dresses, but in coats it is usually 
Segregated in the side flare or point, 
which dios and ripples. Bolero bodices 
come anew as Chanel’s flat type. 
Worth’s high one with a full, soft 
blouse beneath and Molyneux’s widely 
separated wing type which floats soft- 
ly from the shoulders. On the whole, 
bodices blouse less than in other sea- 
sons, and sometimes are almost flat 
in the back, with a soft easy blousing 
Jine in front or the reverse.
